Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Sec.-Treas.  Robert  Haynes. 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  December,  1987,  meeting.    So 
voted. 


MMS  to  refer  the  communications  to  the  Executive  Officers, 
voted.

Pres.  Osborn  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  Ron  Ferris,  Pres. 
CWA  1365,  to  replace  Dan  Beauregard  as  Vice  President  on  the 
Board. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  had  reorganized  some  of  the  inactive 
committees  and  had  recommendations  for  new  members.  He  read  the 
names  of  the  proposed  members  of  both  the  Energy  and 
Transportation  Committees  and  asked  for  approval  by  the  board. 

MMS  to  support  Pres.  Osborn' s  recommendations  on  the  Energy  and 
Transportation  Committees.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  and  Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  had  met  with 
the  Postal  Workers  Union,  and  that  this  union  has  decided  to  stay 
in  the  ranks  of  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO.  The  union  also  decided  to 
become  more  involved  in  the  Council  and  submitted  three  names  of 
their  members  to  serve  on  committees.  Pres.  Osborn  read  the 
names. 


MMS  to  accept  the  names  of  the  Postal  Workers  members  to  serve  on 
the  Education  Committee  and  the  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse  Committee. 
So  voted. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Pres .  Osborn  reported  that  the  past  month  was  an  extremely  busy 
one  and  described  his  activities  as  follows: 

-  Participated  in  the  effort  by  the  Glaziers  Union  against 
Settles  Glass.  A  picket  line  was  set  up  in  Andover  and 
there  was  a  good  turnout. 

-  Went  to  Jay,  Maine  to  assist  the  Paperworkers  in  their 
strike.  The  President  advised  that  the  Paperworkers 
Union  is  planning  to  come  to  Boston  on  February  19th  for 
a  demonstration  and  rally.  The  base  of  their  operation 
will  be  IBEW  Local  103  on  Freeport  St.  Pres.  Osborn  and 
Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  have  pledged  their  support. 

-  Presented  one  of  the  Golden  Donkey  awards  for  the  Rendon 
Associates . 

Sent  an  urgent  letter  to  the  Governor  to  assist  the 
Shipbuilders  Union.  The  State  Government  had  promised  to 
support  the  employee  buyout,  but  there  were  many 
unanswered  questions. 

Attended  a  luncheon  at  the  invitation  of  Senator  Ted 
Kennedy  to  kick  off  his  campaign.  The  President  advised 
that  Jim  Shaw,  who  worked  as  Director  of  Frontlash  out  of 
the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  office,  has  taken  a  leave  of  absence  to 
become  Field  Coordinator  with  the  Kennedy  campaign.  He 
is  being  replaced  with  Steve  Sullivan. 

Attended  Maritime  Port  Authority  reception.  The 
President  advised  that  Mike  Orlando  has  retired. 

-  Met  with  Frank  Emspack  from  IUE  who  has  formed  an 
organization  to  help  out  employees  affected  by  company 
closings . 

Appeared  at  the  International  Coordinating  Council. 
Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  has  some  serious  reservations  on 
the  concerns  of  that  council  regarding  jobs  being  lost  to 
overseas  countries. 

-  Attended  meeting  of  the  Convention  Authority. 

Called  a  meeting  of  the  Substance  Abuse  Committee  --  the 
President  reported  there  are  now  30  members.  Plans  are 
underway  to  put  on  a  seminar  co-sponsored  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Labor. 


Headed  a  drive  to  collect  10,000  postcards  for  Dave 
Cowens  to  support  his  effort  ho  have  the  Sports  Museum  in 
the  Customs  House.  These  cords  will  be  presented  to 
Mayor  Flynn. 

Assisted  in  the  campaign  l<>  gel  the  Fasanella  painting 
"Bread  and  Roses"  returned  \  o  the  Lawrence  Heritage 
Museum.  Ted  Kennedy  helped  l>y  co-signing  the  letter  sent 
to  all  National  Presidents  of  unions. 

Attended  the  Northeast  Council  meeting. 

Attended  Frontlash  meeting  at  1 MEW  Freeport  Hall. 

Attended  the  Governors  State  of  the  State  message. 

Requested  the  Secretary  of  Labor  attend  an  Executive 
Officers  meeting  on  February  11th  to  address  the  subject 
of  filling  a  labor  slot  on  the  Dislocated  Workers 
Program,  since  Norma  Hicks  has  never  been  replaced. 

The  President  advised  that  Lt.  Governor  Murphy  has  been  scheduled 
to  join  the  Council  for  lunch  following  the  meeting  and  would 
address  them  on  her  new  "Blueprint  2000"  project. 

Pres .  Osborn  advised  that  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  has  submitted 
applications  for  two  grants  --  one  from  OSHA  to  teach  members 
about  safety  and  another  for  $25,000  from  the  Governor's  Alliance 
Against  Drugs. 

-  Attended  the  Building  Trades  meeting  concerning  the 
upcoming  battle  against  the  repeal  of  the  Prevailing  Wage 
law.  The  President  advised  lie  submitted  a  master  action 
plan  at  that  meeting  and  he  is  now  chairing  this  effort. 
He  advised  that  the  Kamber  Group  from  Washington  has  been 
hired  by  the  Building  Trades  to  assist  and  plans  are 
underway  to  have  a  video  shown  at  the  Democratic  State 
Convention.  The  three  Executive  Vice  Presidents  have  been 
asked  to  coordinate  their  sectors,  and  other  people  who 
will  help  are  Paul  Devlin,  Peter  diCicco  and  Ron  Alman. 
A  letter  to  President  Kirkland  has  gone  out  asking  for 
National  AFL/CIO  support. 

Discussion  followed  on  the  subject  of  the  Prevailing  Wage  issue 
and  the  campaign  ahead.  Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  will  be  sending 
out  a  letter  to  ask  that  one  person  from  each  of  the  affiliated 
local  unions  to  be  a  main  coordinator  in  this  effort. 

Vice  Pres.  Chirillo  thanked  Arthur  Osborn  for  the  good  job  he  did 
at  the  Building  Trades  meeting  in  presenting  his  action  plan. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  the  Prevailing  Wage  battle  could  well 
be  the  most  challenging  one  to  date. 


Several  Vice  Presidents  agreed  that  should  the  trade  unions  lose 
this  fight,  the  results  would  be  devastating. 

Vice  Pres .  Mills  suggested  that  someone  from  the  Building  Trades 
address  her  members  at  a  union  mooting  to  educate  them  on  the 
Prevailing  Wage  question.  Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  agreed  and  said  he 
would  look  into  this. 

The  President  advised  that  there  would  be  a  "State  of  the  Union" 
conference  held  on  January  28  and  2')  in  Hopkinton  at  the  Laborers 
Center. 

Vice  Pres.  Phinney  thanked  Pres.  Osborn  and  the  Council  for  their 
help  in  the  UFCW  fight  against  Filene's  in  the  Hanover  Mall. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Executive  Officern  meeting  minutes.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  read  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Officers  meeting 
which  took  place  just  prior  to  this  meeting.  One  of  the  items 
discussed  at  the  meeting  concerned  a  request  by  a  member  of  the 
staff  regarding  accrued  vacation  and  whether  or  not  he  would  be 
entitled  to  it.  Discussion  by  members  of  the  Executive  Council 
followed. 

MMS  to  establish  a  written  policy  on  accrued  vacation  and  to  deny 
the  request  by  the  staff  member  concerning  his  accrued  vacation 
since  there  had  been  no  policy  established.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER ' S  REPORT 

Financial  reported  noted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  reviewed  the  items  listed  under  disbursements 
and  receipts  and  asked  if  there  were  any  questions. 

V.P.  Mills  questioned  a  balance  due  on  11/20,  which  was  explained 
to  be  an  amount  the  Council  had  to  pay  when  submitting  a  COPE 
form. 

V.P.  Mullane  questioned  receiving  two  mailings  of  the  same  kind 
and  felt  if  this  could  be  rectified  postage  could  be  saved. 
Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  advised  he  would  look  into  this. 

V.P.  Leahy  questioned  items  15  and  22,  which  were  explained  by 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  to  be  Health  and  Welfare  and  Blue  Cross 
for  the  staff. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  advised  that  the  new  auditors  whom  he  hired 
have  submitted  a  report  on  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Council.   He  distributed  the  report  to  the  Council  members. 


The  Secretary-Treasurer  reviewed  this  report  briefly  with  the 
Council  and  said  that  plans  were  underway  to  consolidate  several 
accounts  which  will  be  beneficial  to  the  general  running  of  the 
office. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  discussed  the  situation  with  the  building  at 
44  Temple  Place.  He  said  he  would  keep  the  Council  updated  as  to 
progress  in  getting  the  building  sold. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  reported  on  his  activities  as  follows: 

Worked  on  the  Scholarship  Program  and  also  on  the  effort 
to  get  labor  history  into  the  public  schools. 

-  Was  sworn  in  to  the  Mass.  Jobs  Council  by  the  Governor. 

-  Worked  on  Mike  McGlynn's  transition  team  in  Medford.  The 
Secretary-Treasurer  explained  the  need  for  labor  people 
to  become  involved  in  community  politics,  to  keep  a  pulse 
on  what  is  going  on.  He  cited  an  example  where  this  paid 
off  in  protecting  union  workers. 

Met  with  Chris  Rondue  on  the  Harvard  Organizing  Drive 
regarding  participating  in  the  Harvard  Trade  Union 
Dinner . 

Met  with  the  Ironworkers  District  Council  on  affiliation 
issue.  (He  advised  that  the  Ironworkers  have  agreed  to 
give  a  new  $1,000  scholarship  to  the  program.) 

Met  with  Jim  McPartland  of  U.S.  Trust  on  financial 
matters. 

-  Attended  the  Golden  Donkey  Awards  with  Pres.  Osbo:n. 

-  Spoke  with  Sec.  of  Labor  on  the  goals  of  Labor  Education 
in  this  state  and  the  possibility  of  working  with  the 
Department  of  Labor,  Mass.  Jobs  Council. 

Met  with  Frank  Myers  on  the  Prevailing  Wage  issue  and 
asked  for  help  on  the  regional  level. 

Met  with  John  Abate  on  vocational  training. 

Met  with  the  Firefighters  Union  on  affiliations. 

The  Sec.-Treas.  advised  he  is  in  the  process  of  having 
the  booklet  "Questions  and  Answers  on  Why  Unions  Should 
Affiliate  with  the  Mass.  AFL/CIo." 

Attended  a  meeting  in  Framingham  with  the  Building  Trades 
on  the  Prevailing  Wage  issue  with  Pres.  Osborn,  who  gave 
an  excellent  presentation. 


Met  with  John  Castro  from  the  ILA  on  possible 
affiliation. 

Met  with  people  from  the  state  on  the  problem  of  adult 
literacy  and  education  grants. 

Attended  the  Northeast  Council  meeting  in-  Hartford. 

Attended  a  meeting  on  energy  with  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  and 
Pres .  Osborn. 

Attended  the  Governors  State  of  the  State  address. 

Met  with  Fred  Fantini,  School  Committee  from  Cambridge, 
re:  getting  Labor  History  into  the  schools.  The  fact 
that  vocational  education  is  not  given  its  rightful  place 
in  education  was  also  discussed. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.   So  voted. 

EDUCATION  REPORT 

Education  Director  Haynes  reported  that  there  was  a  meeting  of 
the  Education  Committee  on  January  4th  --  several  items  were 
discussed: 

-  Workplace  Education 

-  ESL  (English  as  a  Second  Language) 

-  What  was  going  on  with  the  Consortium  for  Adult  Literacy 

-  Education  Committee's  role  in  all  of  the  above. 

The  Director  discussed  the  Scholarship  Program  —  the  test 
scheduled  for  February  3  and  the  amount  of  scholarships  now  up  to 
$110,500.  He  praised  his  Secretary,  Ilene  Hanlon,  for  her  hard 
work  on  this  program. 

Director  Haynes  advised  that  the  Scholarship  Awards  Dinner  was 
slated  for  April  29th  at  the  Kennedy  Library  from  6:00  to  10:00 
P.M. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  report.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Joe  Joyce  discussed  the  situation  with  vocational  education 
in  this  state.  He  questioned  the  fact  that  the  National  Center 
for  Vocational  Education  is  located  in  Ohio.  He  felt  it  would  be 
beneficial  to  establish  a  research  center  for  Labor  and  Industry 
here  in  Massachusetts. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  advised  he  would  like  to  meet  with  V.P.  Joyce 
and  the  Operating  Engineers  on  this  problem.  He  noted  that  there 
is  $250  million  dollars  which  goes  into  education  and  training 


and  labor  should  play  a  more  prominent  role. 


Pres .  Osborn  suggested  to  Brother  Haynes  that  Labor  should  seek 
out  a  grant  to  have  a  full-time  coordinator  to  keep  track  of 
this . 

V.P.  Alman,  who  is  on  the  Board  of  Regents,  suggested  the 
possibility  of  having  Chancellor  Franklin  Jennifer  invited  to  one 
of  our  Council  meetings. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  explained  that  there  would  be  no  Legislative  Report 
since  the  Legislative  Director  had  just  returned  from  Ireland 
that  morning  and  was  not  present.  He  advised  things  were  just 
starting  up  in  the  Legislature  and  bill  numbers  were  just  being 
assigned. 

V.P.  Alman  discussed  the  Health  Care  Bill  briefly  and  said  that 
the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  should  be  prepared  to  be  visible  on  that  issue.

Accounting;  Policies 


Fund  Accounting  -  In  order  to  insure  observance  of  limitations 
placed  on  the  use  of  the  resources  available  to  the  Council, 
the  accounts  of  the  Council  are  maintained  in  accordance  with 
the  principles  oF  "Fund  accounting".   This  is  the  procedure 
by  which  resources  For  various  purposes  are  classiFied  with 
activities  or  objectives  speciFied.   Separate  accounts  are  main- 
tained for  each  Fund;  however,  in  the  accompanying  Financial 
statements,  Funds  that  have  similar  characteristics  have  been 
combined  into  Fund  groups.   Accordingly,  all  Financial  trans- 
actions have  been  recorded  and  reported  by  Fund  group. 

Property  and  Equipment  -  All  Fixed  assets  are  stated  at  cost, 
Major  additions  and  betterments  are  charged  to  the  property 
accounts  while  replacements,  maintenance  and  repairs  which  do 
not  improve  or  extend  the  useFul  lives  oF  the  respective  assets 
are  expensed  in  the  year  incurred. 


Commitments  and  Contingencies 

The  Council  conducts  its  operations  in  leased  property. 
The  term  of  the  lease  is  August  15,  1982  through  August  15,' 
1992.   The  lease  provides  that  additional  rent  shall  be  due 
for  increases  in  heating  and  real  estate  taxes.   The  minimum 
annual  rental  payments  For  the  remainder  oF  the  lease  is  as 
Follows :

The  Council  had  omitted  cash  and  overstated  the  payroll 
withholding  liability  by  approximately  523,600  and  $7,000, 
respectively.   The  net  effect  of  the  adjustment  is  to  increase 
the  net  worth  by  $30,600.
